THE COM-~TRUCK STORY 


A few meetings back W3NIP mentioned the announcement of 4 sale of a Bookmobile by 
one of the local Townships. The annovncement in the local paper usked for sealed 
bids. Nobody had seen the vehicle so wasting no time we called one of our influen- 
tial members W3CCB who arranged a viewing of the truck before the meeting wes over. 
The quickly formed committee( W3CCB, W3NIP, W3PXY, W300U, W3QWH, W3TOZ did we leave 
ovt someone?) made a recommendation to enter a bid. The truck a 1948 International 
Harvester (walk in) had 5400 miles on it & looked like new. The boys were somewhat 
enthusiastic about the possibilities of the truck but almost everyone didn't give 
it much hope. The bid we realized was low so ED decided to exercise a little promo- 
tion to see if we cevla interest them, in the light of CD, and general emergency 
activities. He made up a Brochure ina hurry which turned out to be a loose leaf 
leatherette binder with plastic windows inside containing variovs documents and 
pictures of the club along with QST'S article on the flood. ED & W3T0Z teamed up to 
approach the Townshio Board of Commissioners by first getting the local commissioner 
interested & later making a date with the President of the board to show him the 
Clud film "Every Single Minute". Being actively interested in CD activities he was 
favorably impressed to the extent of notifying the local CD group of his ideas and 
elso arranging a showing of the film to all the Board of Commissioners. The presenta- 
tion of the film was received favorably & when ED later called to inquire as to the 


_ decision of the board he was informed the Board had approved the opening of negotia- 


tions between the CD & Phil-Mont's representatives. Meanwhile the sealed bid opening 
date came and went with PMRC's bid as the lowest with about 8 bids ranging up to 
about 3 times as much aa we offered. The board felt they covld receive much more 
benefit from it as a public service vehicle under jurisdiction of CD & ovr group. 

The next mail returned ovr bid saying all bids had been rejected. Abovt 7 weeks 
later with several more showings of the film & much bush beating on the part of the 
Springfield gang we held a meeting with the CD officials who presented their interest 
& asked a good many questions. The meeting wound up favorably with the subject

USé OF CaLL SIGNS 


Every amatevr shovld be familiar with the proper use of cull signs, yet it is 
jmpossibleto listen on any of the bands without hearing the rules broken. A ciose 
study of the following FCC regulations shovld clear up any questions on this, and 
may prevent receiving a ticket. 

#12.82~Transmissions of Call Signs; (a) 

(1) The operator of an amatevr station shell transmit the call signs of the 
station or stations (or may transmit the generally accepted identification of the 
network), being called or communicatec with, or shall identify apppropriately any 
other purvose of a transmission, followea by the authorized call sign of the station 
transmitting: 

(1) At the beginning and end of each sin-ir transmission, or; 
(11) At the beginning and end of a series of transmissions between stations 
having established communications, each transmission of which is of less than three 


- 


minutes avration-(the identification at the end of such a series may be omitted 
when the duraticn of the series is less than three minutes), and 

(111) At least once every ten minutes or as soon there after as vossible 
during a series of transmissions between stations having established communica- 
tions, and, 

(1¥) At least once every ten minutes during any single transmission of more 
than ten minutes duration." 

THE IMPORTANT POINTS TO REMEMBER AKE: 

Identify your station every time you put a carrier on the air. 

When calling into a net, either use the net identification, such as IFN, or 
the call of the NCS. 

To call into a round table it is not necessery to call all stations, one 
wili be enough. : 

In handling traffic, or working break-in, it is only necessary to identify 
yovr station once every ten minutes after communication has been established. 

When breaking, always give YOUR call. ; 

ALRAYS give YOUR call LAST. 

Mobiles shovld give their approximate location each time. 

*12.159-Unidentified communications. No licensed radio operator shall trans-~ 
unidentified radio communicaticns or signals. | 

-12,160-Interference. No licensed radio operator shall willfully or maliciovs- 
ly interfere with or cause interference to any rudic communication or Signal." An 
amatevr is known by his conduct on the air.

5. Nominations-are to be announced at the November regular meeting. 

6. Nominations will be accepted from the floor at the November regular 
meeting after ovblicaticn of the slate of nominees presented by the 
committee. 

7. Nominations after the November regular meeting must be made by written 
petition signed by at least 6 members. 

8. All nominations are closed by the 15th of November. 

9. A space shall be provided on the ballot for a write in vote. 

10. Nominees for each office shall be listed alphabetically by name on the 
ballot and on the published list. 

ll. No information on nominees is to be given cut prior to the November 
meeting. 

12. Only members who have accented nomination will be announced. A111 others 
are to be kept confidential. | 

13. Only members who have previously indicated their willingness to run can 
be nominated for office.
